Tht^e thing* then form an important part nf the 
aubjeet under our coniiderarjon, and we hold 
that if we abut our eyea to the facts, we a ball 
be leaving to our children a legacy of ignorance 
and future tuation whinh they will not Ihauk 
ua for. The .abject is involved in no event 
difficulty IT we bring to it* support a tolerable 
amount of the aatiowal iuli-lligrnre tit which we 
lay claim ; wc therefore, onca for all. declare 
that to continue the present system of drainage 
into the hftrhour. 1* contrary to good ecotc, 
hit it will eapoae our children to evils infi- 
nitely greater than wc now Buffer from, and 
that although the present method, if pursued, 
would give temporary relief, yet we should be 
laying tho foundation of a mrjnstev evil, the 
fiulu of which would appear at nu dialant 
day. 

Doubtkn, we ahall be met with the orgu.

Nature hu certain 
fixed'UwP which phewill not set aside toplen.o 
UUli, although «hc ho- eiven him everythina 
that he require* to Biutain hbn In this transi- 
tory slate— carrying on her work* with won- 
derful accuracy, soaring illintitablj higher 
than our finite knoa-fcebre can even conceive, 
aho will not, like an immertac boa-conatrii-tor, 
digi-st mountains or acw of corruption, the 
result* of man 1 * ignorantre. She vrill not con - 
t-no to Oft, but demonda from man implicit 
obedience to her irrevocable will M the con- 
dition of hi* existence. This kwoj water mutt 
undergo the prneina of deeornpoaltinn, tu be 
deprived of it* baneful i|Ualitieft, and then it i* 
lerumed to ua innocuous, and again adapted 
to the purposes, of life, That it will not rapidly 
unite wttl) the tea water, it in Itself a tolerable 
proof that wc are not devoting it to its proper 
purpoae. It would then be the height 
of imprudence to cut off u oSenaive one 
moment, and to :tke th i* tame agent in another 
form into our luuga in the next. We are 
now looking into the matter u a rj ue* Lion of 
health only, and if it wen to be net tied by 
thia ctHiajdention alone, we should real hound 
to pause before we committed ourselves

The tattler appasn to m to be 
deserving the serious consideration sot only 
of the City Council bul of the local Legitlativf 
Council. We would recommend that a com- 
mission should be issued to enquire into n. 
in order that tha opinion* or the belt men 
in the colony tbnuld bo taken thereon, 
rind wc are strengthened in these conclusions 
hy the fact that after the miMiuor spent In the 
Metropolis of England an atarer* and drxini, 
th* highest authorities there are tot toutly de- 
bating the propriety of making one rriormour 
•ewer to take up the whole of the existing se*r 
era, thus preventing the sewerage matter being 
carried into the Titimea. In the Repot* of the 
City of Loudon firm, hy Mess CP. Walker, Cu- 
bitl, and Brunei, they refer to this plan, which 
emanated from Mr. Phillips, the engineer to 
the WMtrointteT Conuni>sioncT» of neweta, 
and Mr. Henry A.u*tin, the consulting engineer 
to the recently in* till) ted Metropolitan Com- 
iniasu>nert-(Ut**re. Walker, Cubitt, and 
Brunei, deem It very worthy of serious 
eon.idcralion.) The intention is to make an 
Immcnjie tunnel each aide or the Tharuet, fur 
the purpose of receiving the tuntcnto of the 
whole of the sewers of the metropolis, and 
conveying it far into the country, and by these 
meant tu convert this ten ago into bquid and 
solid manure. Thia wufercr tunnel Would pa*, 
under the London Docks, and our readers will 
marvel when wc .late that the winks Sir esti- 
nt*ted at fairer tnitliimt iterlitig. 

We appeal, therefore, to the l.rgialalivc 
Council, to the City Corporslion, and to the 
public, we *al whether, iu the f*co of all thi*. 
it it not high lime that aw should dehmuine 
whether we are right or wrong in dnuuln B into 
the harbour. If wc are in error, it is nut too 
Iste to rcrtraee our steps, for at present there is 
but little sewerage in Sydney, but the little 
that exiftt* •hoars pretty clearly the design of 
ths Corporation. It would be well for London 
hod »he not one single tewer in existence, io 
Car a* rcgaida rose, fur such have beau the im- 
provement* of modern science in respect to 
dralnsire, that it would lie cheaper to drain 
•new the whole of that mighty place than to 
remedy the exUting defect* | but it i* too lata, 
hence they must make the best use they can ol' 
the present wtnrka. It is no discredit in us to 
be wrung in company with Wren, Wyatt. 
Dance, Itcnnie, Wmtrke, Wright, and Acton, 
then of European reputation as trehilei I* and 
engineer* : it would be highly culpable to pur. 
severe in a wrung path when wo know the 
right, W« would then have the City Corpo- 
ration guide themselves by the light of the 
present day, in order that the capita) 
should enjoy the benefit of modem im- 
rvemenU. We do not ask from them 
t they try any new theories, but 
foUow closely in the drainage nuc.tioti 
the opinions of the first judgas of the day. 
We feel ftolilJlod that lbuut*ud* of pound* of 
the ratepayers' money would tbu* be saved. 
Looking *l thi* nutter then u one of health, 
which, after all, is the primary consideration, 
and which ii always of the greatest moment 
with ut, we maintain that the harbour cannot 
be made into one eitormuut ontspuol, And in 
respect to economy, tlui It invariable" connected 
with the beat and moat permanent nature of 
the work* ; w* do not want to be always 
patching and bolfttering up imperfect systems, 
but to arrive at lira desired object effectually, 
if slowly. If we build only a mile of tewer 
in ten yen*, let ua at alt events be consoled 
with the thought that the money la well laid 
nut, but with thi* view then we **y again, ws 
i-onniit drain into the hatbour. 

We, therefore, premise, for the reasons 
herein given, that to cuuruiuc the pretvitt aya- 
lem of draining Lata the harbour would be 
htghlj injudkriou*, and we will hriefiy recapi- 
tulate our objection*.

THE NEW ELECTOltAL BILL. 
The material portions of the Bill Laid be- 
fore the Legislative Council yesterday by 
the Government, Lp provide for the divi- 
sion of tho colon}', tifler the separation of 
the Port Phillip District therefrom, into 
electoral districts, and for llic election of 
members to serve in the Leijisl&tivo 
Council, the short tit] c of which, when 
passed into a laiv, is to be " The Elcc- 
fvral Acl, IBS I." will be found in un- 
olhDrpwt of our present issue ;* but as, 
from its grant length, comprising no 
fewer than eighty-two clauses, many of 
our readers muy feci disinclined to wado 
through it. we proposB submitting a po- 
pular outline of iba more important pro- 
visions, According to the practice intro- 
duced, for (he first time, we believe, du- 
ring the last session, the clauses are ar- 
ranged under genera] heads, which are 
repented at the top of every pajc. This 
is a decided improvement in tho mecha- 
nical part of legislation, since if groat] y 
facilitates both reference and interpreta- 
tion. 

The number of Members of which the 
new Council is to consist, according to 
the Hill, is forty. eight, of whom aijttcen 
are to be nominated by the Croirn, and 
Ihirty-two elected by the Inhabitants. 
Allowing fot the six Port Phillip' mem- 
bers in Ihe present Council, this will bo 
an increase of eighteen members. 
Tho number of Electoral Dis- 
tricts U twenty-nine. He sides the 
novelty of tilts Pastoral Districts, We 
have new designations for the suburbs of 
Sydney, which are called "Tho Sydney 
Hamlets," and for the provincial bo- 
roughs, widen are called " The Midland 
Boroughs," " The Western Boroughs," 
fits. There ara thirteen county districts, 
eight pastoral districts, and, including 
Sydney, eight town, districts. Tho oity 
of Sydney is to return three members, 
the county of Cumberland twu, and every 
olbcr electoral district one. The Go- 
riin.it on may from time to time, as the 
progress of surveys and other circum. 
stances may render expedient, alter the 
boundaries of pustornl districts, or add 
new pastoral to contiguous electoral dis- 
tricts, byptoelamalion in the Government 
Gazette. 

As now, the Ma vox is to be ttie Tto- 
turning Officer of the electoral district of 
Sydney, and the Returning Officers for the 
other districts are to be.appolnied by the 
Gayrsjiitrjit. 

The polling, plaeo9 are named in 
Schedule D, but others maybe appointed 
by the Govrh.nqh, 

The qualification of doctors is Jilted 
by the Act of Parliament, and is already 
familiar to our readers. ' The means prov- 
ided by the Bill for registering persons 
a qualified, are similar to those .pre- 
fieribed in the Electoral Act of 1813. 
The mode of revising the electoral lists 
is, however, different from the one hcrc- 
L^ow^P.ursncd. T^o Courts of Revision 
iife respectively to consist of two bar- 
risters, who are to be appointed annually 
by tho Judges of ihe Supreme Court. 
No barrister who ia n member oT Council, 
or who holds any place of profit under 
the Crown, is to bo a Revising Barrister ; 
end no Revising Barrister is to he eligi- 
ble for a fleet in the Council for eighteen 
months from the time of his appointment. 
Tho Revising Barristers are to be remu- 
nerated, but not more than a given num- 
ber are to be appointed. A circuit is to 
be assigned to each of them by the 
Judges. In the absence of botristen, 
the Magistrates in Petty Sessions are to 
form Courts of Revision. These Courts 
ore empowered lo examine nil parties 
befurc ihem, whether officers, clainianta, 
or objectors, on oath or affirmation ; and 
any person swearing or affi riming 'falsely 



necessary to 



deliberate among them- 
icaring the evidence and 
argument. Minutes of their proceedings 
ate to ha kept, and a copy Ihcrcaf to he 
laid from time to time before the House. 
TlicpowcrsofthcCommittce are , t o i n q i lire 
into and determine upon all otcction peti- 
tions, and upon all qiiestions which 
mny be referred to it by the 
House respecting the validity of elec- 
tions or returns, or the qualification of 
members. In the trial of any such ques- 
tion, the Committee is to be guided by (he 
real justice and good conscience of the 
Case, without regard to Icgfil forms acd 
solemnities. The Committee is to have 
power to direct the attendance of wit- 
nesses, and to examine them upon oath, 
and also to send for pnpers, records, and 
other documentary evidence. Any per- 
son disobeying the Committee's sum- 
mons, or refusing or neglecting to pro 
dttce papers, or giving false evidence, 
or otherwise misbehaving, is to bB 
deemed guilty of t, misdemeanor, and be 
liable accordingly ; and any person wil- 
fully or knowingly giving false evidence 
before the Committee, is to be subject to 
the ordinary penalties of wilful and cor- 
rupt perj ury. The Committee's 1 decisions 
are to Ira final. Persona reported by 
them to> have been not duly elected, will 
thereupon cease to bo members of the 
Council ; and, on the other hand, any per- 
son reported by them to have been duly 
elected, but net returned by the Returning 
Officer, will, upon his milting tho decla- 
ration required byhiw.bo sworn u member, 
and take his scat accordingly. If the 
Committee shall declare any election to 
have been wholly void, the Speakeb is 
to issue a new writ for the holding of 
another election. 

Petitions complaining of undue elec- 
tions or returns, must be subscribed by 
persons having a right to vote at the elec- 
tion to which the petitions relate, or by 
persons claiming a right to be returned, 
or alleging themselves to hive been can- 
didates. In the case of general elections, 
such petitions are to be addressed to the 
GovKTtson; and in the case of elections 
to supply vacancies, to the Speaker ; 
and thcymust be presented within a given 
number of weeks after the return of tho 
writ. The petitions are then to be no- 
tified in tho Gazemment Gazette, laid bc- 
fur the Council, and by tiie Council 
referred to the Committee. Petitioners 
are lo deposit £100 in one of the banks, 
to the credit of the SPEA_KJiit T by way of 
deposit for the costs of the inquiry. Any 
person who voted or had a right to vote at 
the election petitioned against, may he ad- 
mitted as a party to defend or oppose 
the prayer of the petition. In the 
case of petitions reported by the Com- 
mittee to have been frivolous or vexations, 
the Ml costs are to fall upon the peti- 
tioners. Costs are to he ascertained by 
the Committee, and certified "by the 
Chairman, whose certificate is to be con- 
elusive evidence, as well as to amount, as; 
to tho parties entitled to recover or. liable 
to payment. 

Such is the substance of (his important 
Bill, upon which we reserve onr com- 
ments for a future opportunity.

The plaintiff jjt the time the 
alaiidorous words . were first spoken by the 
defendant lived in Park-atrcct, Jand was a 
Btayinakci and inilllner, assisted in her busi- 
ness by her daughters. Tiie defendants lived 
near her nt one time; tho plaintiffs nntl her 
daughters were apuareiitly in good terms 
with the defendonta. About the inonlh of 
October last, Mrs. Lodcr came to plainlinT and 
compl ahied of hej daughter having etolcu some 
sleeves of a child's frock, which oharoe plain* 
tiff denied ; Mrs. Loder became abusive, and 
then she uttered the slanderous words 
charged ill the dcclorndon ; 
and ivhicll amaunlcd to tliis,— that plaintiiTs 
ditugdttcr had been guilty of stealing— that 
plaintiff was a receiver of stolen property— 
thot she kept a brothel -dipt her daughters 
prostituted themselves, and that she gob her 
living like Kitty Wright, who bnd kept a 
brothel, and waa now suffering imprisonment 
in gaol for it.

and servant, within the meaning of the Act, 
hod ever esiatetl between ihesa pnrtiea, na in- 
dependently of this contract and its partial 
performniice, no proof had been offered of any 
previous or subsequent hiring and service be- 
tween them : rind that, if complainant were 
really aggrieved— for there was no evidence of 
any actual damage -ha should have sought to 
recover compensation in the Court of Hequcsls.

If I 
could only once get to tfl(«gow, my native 
place!" This Ii tho continual burthen of his 
fiong. It is needless to any thnt his complnints 
aro altogether unfounded ; he ia treated with 
the utmost kinducsB consistent widi his situa- 
tion j and, as ho hns never exhibited violence 
or lU-ocfcnviour, it has navcrbecn necessary to 
resort to personal coercion, with one excep- 
tion. Two or three years ago, he took it into 
his hood that, as he cauld not get away, he 
would starve himself; and he persevered for 
such a length of time In refusing all kind of 
food, that ho began to lose flesh fust, At 
length he was told by the physician ihet, 
since ha would not eat voluntarily, he must be 
■ made te eat ; ond it was actually ncceesary to 
feed him for a considerable time mechanically, 
by means of tlio stomach puinp. Under this 
irentmenthe presently regained Ilia Hcsh,in spite 
tis it were, oT himself ; and at length Buffered 
himself to he laughed out of his obstinacy, 
and has over since taken his foot! voluntarily, 
lie seemed himeolf tn be tickled by n Bciiai; of 
ths absurdity of which lie ivrtaguiliy.

It roar not be generally known, and 
it may thftetore be found useful to ex- 
plain here, that tha oriiiinal district 
ofll'nwBrra, extending from Little Built on the 
n nth, la the Slic-alhuvcn Rirsr on the south, 
end further, for palirja purposes to Ulledulli, 
war until recently butcne police district.
